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Activities will resume when LE-HI-HO meets on Sunday, September 
28 at 2 PM in the Fireplace Room of the Unitarian Church of the Lehigh 
Valley, 701 Lechauweki Avenue, Bethlehem (Fountain Hill section, Pa. 
The church is located 2 blocks south of 1500 Broadway. Probable up- 
coming elections for the Board of Directors, and a revision of the 
By-Laws will be discussed. 

Enclosed is a subscription blank for the Advocate. While we do 
not normally "push" anything in this way, we are doing so now because 
of a special arrangement in which LE-HI-HO will receive a $2.00 cash 
rebate for every subscription it sells (at the regular $9.00 rate). 
The Advocate, a highly informative and entertaining newspaper, appears 
26 times per year, each issue approximately 50 pages. Political (Gay 
Lib) news, culture, arts, religion, special features, etc., all ona 
national basis, make up the content. It's shipped in an envelope. 
Moneymaking aside, we seriously recommend it. 

Follow-up on H.R. 94, the Pennsylvania House Bill introduced with 
an amendment to prohibit homosexuals from being hired as state police, 
in areas of mental health, or areas connected with juveniles: Board 
members made personal visits in June to the offices of local senators. 
Henry Messinger's (D-Lehigh), assistant told us that the Senator had 
arranged for the bill to end up in the Education Committee, on which 
he served. Our other local senator, Jeanette Reibman, (D-Northampton), 
coincidentally chairs that very committee. Both will do their best to 
let it die in committee. Reibman told us that the bill would surely 
pass the Senate if it reached the floor, for she and Messinger would 
be among a handful who would oppose it. Reibman saw the bill as 
"stupid" and possibly unconstitutional, but reminded us of the strong 
Bible-belt element in Pennsylvania which makes such a bill possible. 

We also re-contacted Congressman Fred Rooney on the national Gay 
Civil Rights Bill (HR 5452), and received a more concrete statement of 
Support. Rooney said in a letter to LE-HI-HO: "I will not hesitate 
to support legislation that seeks to insure and uphold the civil 
rights of every citizen." 





Individuals attending the Christopher St. festivities in June on 
the occasion of the sixth anniversary of the Stonewall Riots reported 
everything to be enjoyable, pleasant and free from any tension. 
Featured speakers in Central Park were assorted gay members of the 
Armed Forces, including Matlovich and several others recently covered 
by the media. LE-HI-HO incidentally passed its 6th birthday this summer. 

Recommended book: Consenting Adult by Laura Hobson (author of 
Gentleman's Agreement), a novel of the effect a young man's disclosure 
of his sexual orientation has on his family. While the gay son figures 
throughout the book, the emphasis is on the family and the mother is 
actually the central character, making the book rather unique. Should 
be available in most bookstores (Doubleday) as well as our library.
